After notice is gnen by the weed 


commissioner, if such persons or cor- 
poration shall till to destroy any 
weeds. that under the provisions of 
this M-etion, aic to Uc destroyed 
within six days after being seived 
H-itli a written notice S'> to do, by 
any (ommissioncr, lit shall be pun- 
ifchfd by a line ol live dollars tor 
every day Ihereaftei whb h sufh neg- 
loct '-hall continue.

imprisonment In the county jail for 
not less than ten days or more than 
thirty days or by such fine and im- 
prisonment."

As To Citizenship.

but the Baltimore judge has ignored 
these to a great extent by searching 
nquiry as to the attitude of mind or 
the would-be citizen. It is strongly 
mpressed upon a candidate for nat- 
uralization that he must be loyal to 
ils country, no matter what trouble 
may come up with any other country, 
and he must forego any acts which 
nay even express sympathy with the 
country from which he came. 
If he 


cannot conscientiously swear to sup- 
the government of the United States 
against all of its enemies and oppos- 
ers, even if it should be the country, 
from which he came, he has no right 
to citizenship, and it should be with- 
held. 


A lesson of this kind from every 


bench is particularly necessary at 
:his time when we cannot lull a luon- 
i ahead what our relations will be 


with any country. 
Men who want 


:o become American citizens mu^t 
Become Americans in fact, without 
any hypen. While they may look back 
to their native soil witu affection, yet 
when they seek and accept natural- 
ization, they must cut loose from any 
practical exhibition of pauiallty for 
;heir country over others, and par- 
ticularly any part'ality for their 
country as against the United States.

consin liver to every one by canoe 
accidents. 
Why does not some am- 


bitious person start a movement to 
prohibit bathing iu the Wisconsin 
•Ivor? 
Or why not attempt to ellm- 


nate the hunting of deer In this slate 
ind thereby .save a few lives? 
Ap- 


mrpntly /son* people, thru lack of 
letter employment, ?uust seek to 
abridge Ihe rights and privileges of 
all others. 


Referring to the above, it is pro- 


lably only right to state that It is 
entirely probable that some of our 
contempoiaries went a step further 
than there was any need of when It 
was stated that a movement had been 
startedxto prohibit the use of canoes 
on the Wisconsin river. 


Any man or woman who has been 


•aised on the water knows that there 
s no more delightful pastime than 
boating, ijo matter much what kind 
of a boat is used, Also that there is 
10 more danger while In a boat than 
while on land, provided Ihe person 
n charge of the boat understands 
the operation of the same. 


In passing thru this life we are in 


constant danger of meeting death 
when we least expect It. 
It makes 


no difference what our occupation 
may be, nor what form of pastime 
we may take up for play, Ihere Is 
he constant danger element lurking 
just around the corner. 


It is entirely probable that there 


are a hundred dealhs Irom automo- 
bile travel to where Ihere Is one 
from drowning from a canoe, and as 
yet there has been no talk of pro- 
hibiting the use of automobiles. It 
is probable, In fact, that most of the 
person who have been talking about 
prohibiting the canoe arc owners and 
drivers of autos. 


In the minds of many people there 


.urks a gruesome fear of the water. 
Everytime they think of a body of 
water they shudder and conjure up 
n their mind how they would look 
being pulled from the watery depths, 
and no amount of talk or argument 
will ever dispel! these Ideas. 
These 


particular people would rather die 
almost any kind of a death than lo 
be drowned, notwithstanding the fact 
that drowning Is one of the easiest 
deaths there Is. It simply seems hor- 
rible to them, and that Is all there 
Is to it. 


These same people who shudder 


at the thought of their children go- 
ing on the water in a canoe, think 
nothing of allowing the same kids 
drive an automobile or go Into a mill 
to work where there are a million 
chances of being killed to where there 
is one 'n the canoe. It is simply the 
way people are constituted. 
They 


:annot help it, and no amount of 
talking or reasoning will put them 
right. The most ot us who have any 
sort of a fad are a little unbalanced 
in that particular direction, so there 
is no need of looking with disfavor 
upon the man who has pronounced 
ideas along any particular line. You 
may hafe a fad yourself some of 
these days. 


The best way is make the boats as 


safe as possible, and then Include In 
the education of your child some In- 
struction in how to manage a boat. 
It is just as much of an accomplish- 
ment to know how to sail a boat as 
it is how to swim, In fact more so. 
lor the chances are that If you know 
low to manage a boat properly, you 
will never have lo swim. Swimming 
is a good thing to know, but it is 
generally the best swimmer that is 
drowned in case of a tipover, where- 
as, If the person 
Interested had 


known Ihe rudiments of sailing a 
boat, the chances are a hundred to 
one that the accident would never 
nave occurred, 


Trees" in tho Back Yard. 


A man in Kenosha, Wisconsin, is 


planting an apple tree in every back 
yard in that city. That is one of the 
most sensible uplifts, from a civic, 
moral, economic, or aesthetic stand- 
point that a community can be favor- 


d with. 
These trees will ennoble 


the citizens, make life happier, and 
help change the thoughts from clat- 
ter and gamble to diviner thoughts. 


A fine tree in the yard is as good 


as a library or victrola in the house. 
And then, if it is cared for, the very 
Interest in it is exalted and if it 
_rows and bears fruit, it becomes an 
object of beaty and happiness. The 
very effort to take care of a tree is 
a virtue in itself. 


That Kenosha man !s surely a ben- 


efactor, and the best friend of the 
city. 
He has done something to 


create character, not simply to in- 
duce pride. 
Never is a thing doae 


for a town for mere show or from a 
feeling of pride that will weather 
the years and preserve the fame of 
the promoter. 
But trees will, and 


their gentle spirit will sanctify many 
a life, whose influence will reach 
down for years.

1. Load lightly, and drive slowly. 
2. Stop in the shade If possible. ' 
a. Water your horse as often as 


possible. So long as u horse is work- 
ing, water in small quanllles will not 
hurt him. But let him drink only a 
few swallows If he Is going lo stand 
1,1111. 
Do not fall lo water him at 


night after he has eaten his hay. 


4. When ho comes in after work, 


sponge off the harness marks and 
sweat, bis eyes, his nose and mouth, 
and the dock. Wash his feet but not 
his legs. 


5, If the thermometer Is 75 de- 


grees or higher, wipe him all over 
with a damp sponge. 
Uce vinegar 


water In possible. Do not turn the 
hose on him. 


(i. Saturday h'ght, give a bran 


mash, lukewarm; and add a table- 
spoonful of saltpetre. 


7. Do not use a horse-hat, unless 


It Is u canopy top hat. 
Tho ordinary 


bell-shaped hat does more harm than 
good. 


8. A sponge on Ihe top of the 


head, or even a cloth, is good If kept 
wet. If dry it is worse than nothing. 


9. If the horse Is overcome by 


heal, get him into the shade, remove 
harness and bridle, wr.sh out his 
mouth, sponge him all over, shower 
his legs, and give him two ounces of 
aromatic spirits of ammonia, or two 
ounces ofsweet spirits of nitre, in a 
pint of coffee warm. 
Cool his head 


at once, using cold water, or, If nec- 
essary, chopped Ice wrapped In a 
cloth. 


10. If the horse is off his feed, try 


him with two quarts of oats mixed 
with bran, and a little sail or sugar. 
Or give him oatmeal urue! or barley 
water to drink. 


11. Watch your horse. If he slops 


sweating suddenly, or if he brealhs 
short and quick, or if his ears droop, 
or if he stands wilh his legs braced 
sldewise, he is in danger of heal or 
sun stroke and needs altenllon at 
once. 


32. If it is so hot that the horse 


sweats in the stable at night, tie him 
outside with bedding'under him. Un- 
less he cools off during the night he 
cannot well stand the next days heat.

A'lesson of thjs kind from every 


bench is particularly necessary at 
this time when we cannot null a mon- 
th ahead what our relations will be 
with any country. 
Men who want 


to become American citizens must 
become Americans in fact, without 
any hypen. While they may look back 
to their native soli witn affection, yet 
when they seek and accept natural- 
ization, they must cut loose from any 
practical exhibition of partiality for 
their country over others, and par- 
ticularly 
any part'ality 
for 
their 


country as against the United States.

In passing thru this life wo are in 


constant danger of meeting death 
when we least expect it.

just around the corner. 


It is entirely probable that there 


are a hundred deaths from automo- 
bile travel to where there is one 
from drowning from a canoe, and as 
yet there has been no talk of pro- 
hibiting the use of automobiles. 
It 


is probable, In fact, that most of the 
person who have been talking about 
prohibiting the canoe are owners and 
drivers of autos. 


In the minds of many people there 


lurks a gruesome fear of the water. 
Everytime they think of a body of 
water they shudder and conjure up 
in their mind how they would look 
being pulled from the watery depths, 
and no amount of talk or argument 
will ever ciispell these ideas. 
These 


particular people would rather die 
almost any kind of a death than to 
be drowned, notwithstanding the fact 
that drowning is one of the easiest 
deaths there is. It simply seems hor- 
rible to them, and that is all there 
is to it. 
These same people who shudder 


at the thought of their children go- 
ing on the water in a canoe, think 
nothing of allowing the same kids 
drive an automobile or go into a mill 
to work where there are a million 
chances of being killed to where there 
is one 'n the canoe. 
It Is simply the 


way people are constituted. 
They 


cannot help it, and no amount of 
talking or reasoning will put them 
right. 
The most of us who have any 


sort of a fad are a little unbalanced 
in that particular direction, so there 
is no need of looking- with disfavor 
upon the man who has pronounced 
ideas a'long any particular line. You 
may have a fad yourself some of 
these days. 


The best way is make the boats as 


safe as possible, and then include in 
the education of your child some in- 
struction in how to manage a boat. 
It is just as much of an accomplish- 
ment to know how to sail a boat as 
it is how to swim, in fact more so. 
Tor the chances are that if you know 
iiow to manage a boat properly, you 
will never have to swim. Swimming 
is a good thing to know, but it is 
generally the best swimmer that is

WHAT MAKES STARS TWINKLE 


Scientists Explain That the Ray» of 


Light From Them Are Bent by 


Our Atmosphere. 


The question of childhood; "What 


makes the stars twinkle?" was an- 
r»er«d probably by a bit of verse or 
poetic fancy. 
But men asking the 


tame question sought scientific ex- 
planation and found it 


Although we live upon its surface, 


•j* are not OD tha outside of the earth,

but at the bottom of tie sea of air 
which forms the earth's outermost 
layer and extends above our heads 
to a height of many miles, says a Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin press bulletin. 
We cannot see the stars save as we 
look through this atmosphere, and 
the light which comes through It Is 
bent and oftentimes distorted so as to 
present serious obstacles to any accu- 
rate telescopic study of the neavenly 
bodies. 


Frequently this disturbance la vis- 


ible to the naked eye, and the stars 


are said to twinkle—namely, to quiv- 
er and change color many times a. 
second, solely in consequence of a 
disturbed condition of the air and not 
from anything which goes on in the 
star. 


This effect is more marked low 


down in the sky than in the zenith. 
It is worth noting that the planets 
show very little of it because the 
light they send to each comes from 
a disk of sensible area, while a star, 


1 being much farther from the earth, 
! has Its disk reduced practically to a 


mere point whose light it more easily 
aftecte'l by local disturbances in the 
atmosphere than in the broader beam 
which comes from the planet's disk. 


At til times, whether the stars 


twinkle or not, their light Is bent In 
its passage .through the atmosphere, 
BO that the stars appear to stand high- 
er up In the sky than their true posi- 
tions. 


TreeB at Timber Line, 


A few timber-line trees live a thou 


sand years, but naif this time is a ripe 


old age for most timber-line veterans. 
The age of these" trees caqpot be 
judged by their size, nor by general 
appearances. There may be centuries 
of difference In the ages of two arm- 
in-arm trees of similar size. I exam- 
ined wo irees that were growing with- 
in a few yards of each other in the 
shelter of a crag. One was fourteen 
feet high, and sixteen inches in diame- 
ter, and- had 337 annual rings. The 
other was seven feet .high and five 
inches in diameter", and had lived 492 
years!

WHAT MAKES STARS TWINKLE 


Scientists Explain That the Rays of 


Light From Them Are Bent by 


Our Atmosphere. 


Tho question of childhood, "What 


makes the stars twinkle?" was an- 
swered probably by a bit of verso or 
poetic fancy. 
But men asking the 


name question sought scientific ex- | 
planotion and found it. 
: 


Although we live upon its surface, 


V» are not on tho outsldo of the earth, | 


but at the bottom of the sea of air 
which forms the earth's outermost 
layer and extends above our heads 
to a height of many miles, says, a Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin press bulletin. 
We cannot see the stars save as we 
look through this atmosphere, and 
the light which comes through It Is 
bent and oftentimes distorted so as to 
present serious obstacles to any accu- 
rate telescopic study ot the heavenly 
bodies. 
_. 
Frequently this disturbance la vis- 


ible to the naked eye, and the stars 


are said to twinkle—namely, to quiv- 
er and change color many times a 
second, solely in consequence ol a 
disturbed condition of the air and not 
from anything which goes on in the 


3 This effect is more marked low 
down in the sky than In the zenith. 
It is worth noting that the planets 
show vary little of.it because the 
light they send to each comes from 
a disk of sensible area, while a star, 


; being much, farther from the earth, 
! has its disk reduced practically to a 


mere point whose light it more easily 
affected by local disturbances in tne 
atmosphere than in the broader beam 
-which comes from the planet's disk.

twinkle or not, their light is bent in. 
itB passage .through the atmosphere, 
so that the stars appear to stand Sign- 
er "up in the sky than their true posi- 
tions.

I exam- 
ined wo irees that were growing witn- 
In a few yards of each o*Her in tne 
shelter of a crag. One was fourteen 
feet high and sixteen inches in diame- 
ter and had 337 annual rings. The 
other was seven feet high and five 
inches in diameter, and had lived 492 
years'. 


One day by the sunny and sheltered 


side of a bowlder I found a tiny seed- 
bearer at an altitude of 11,800 feet 
How splendidly unconscious It was of 
its size and its utterly wild surround- 
ings! This brave pine bore a dainty 
cone yet a drinking-glass would have 
completely housed both tie tree and 
Its fruit.

He "didn't 
know it was loaded" and the gun was, 
discharged. 


No Action Is Taken

Five and ten cent stamps were the 
tirbt American postage stamps, and 
they carried the heads of Franklin 
and Washington.

ilie lettei rate was reduced to 3 cents 
and in IHS'S to 2 cents. 
Before the 


postage stamp was adopted, tlie pos- 
tal charges \vere more moderate in 
the I'nites States than in England. 
Our rates were C cents for 30 miles 
.uul less; 12% cants up to 150 miles; 
IX-' 
1, cents up to 400 miles, and 25 


cents lor every distance over that.

There 
he stood, alert and active, with the 
fate of the game in his quick eye, his 
quicker brain and his running legs. 


If he failed, he failed not alone, 


for the team failed with him. If 'ae 
won, 
he won not alone, but gave the 


men behind him their chance for 
home. 
In him centered the hopes 


and fears of thousands upon thous- 
ands of spectators who had forgot- 
ten to breathe, and so still was the 
great park that even the breeze had 
forgotten to blow. 


Moriarty was on third. 
Much as it meant to have advanced 


that far, nothing had been accomp- 
lished by It. Three-quarter runs are 
never marked 
up on score boards. 


Third bab'e runs never raised a pen- 
nant. Third base is not u destination 
but the last little station on the road 
home. It is better not to run at all 
than to run to third and die. 
The 


18,000 spectators that kept ominous- 
ly silent at that moment could be 
changed Into a vortex of cheering 
hero worshipers or Into an animated 
groan by the kind of work a man did 
between third and home. 


There Is no time for self congrat- 


ulation on third. 
The question is 


how to get safely away from it. The 
man on second wants your place—he 
can get it , but if you can get safely 
home no one can take that achieve- 
ment from you. 
One way to get off 


third is to wait and have some fellow 
to bat you off; another way is to get 
away on your lown initiative and 
according to your own secret plan. 


Moriarty was on third. 
It Is 90 feet from third base to 


home. 
Sometimes that 90 feet is a 


leaden mile, sometimes a mere pat- 
ter of lightning like steps. If it Is a 
mile to you, you are a failure, and 
the great circle of spectators groan 
for your Incompetency; if it is but a 
lightning streak, you are the great 
man of the base ball day. Moriarty 
was intent on dwindling that 90 feet 
Instead of lengthing it. 


How many things converged in the 


few moments he stood there. 
He 


watched the s'gnals of the Cleveland 
catcher—he gathered they meant a 
high ball. 
A high ball meant that 


the runner might duck low to the 
base while the catchers hands were 
In the air after the ball. 
Moriarty 


knew, too, that a high ball required 
that the pitcher wind up his arm in 
a certain manner. 
He knew, also, 


that the pitchers have a way of wind- 
ing up when thew don't Intend to 
throw the ball. 
More than that he 


knewithe p'itcher in the box was left 
handed and could not keep his eyes 
on third when winding up.

was why Moriarty closely followed 
all the strange Jittle signals pitcher 
and catcher were making. 


There was another consideration, 


too—Mullln was up to bat. 
Moriarty 


knew that Mullin has a batting aver- 
age of something like .250, which 
meanb that Mullin hit! safely about 
once in every four times at 
bat. 


Would the ball about to be thrown 
be one of the hit, or one of the miss- 
ed? 
No human calculation could 


even guess at it. 
If Mullin missed 


it would be useless for Moriarty to 
run. 
If Mullin hit, there were still 


chances of his being put out at first, 
making Mortarty's run wholly' un- 
counted and ending the inning.

make home between the time the 
pitcher wound up his arm past all 
recall and the time the ball landed 
In the catchers glove—make home 
in the "second of time when Mullin's 
hit or miss hung in futurity. 


It was a contest in speed between 


a five-ounce ball delivered with all 
the force of a superb pitching arm 
and the 170 pound body of Moriarty. 
An unequal contest for that, for^the 
five ounce ball travels only sixty feet 
while the runner from third must 
hurl his body over a distance of 90 
feet.

the mind of Moriarty. He builds up 
his prospective run as an-engineer 
builds a bridge over a torrent, step 
by step, with definite pains. 
Now 


the Cleveland pitcher is winding up 
his arm—round and round it swings 
—he poises himself—there is yet a 
fraction of a second in which lie can 
recall his intended throw—Moriarty 
ic crouched like a tiger ready to 
spring—Now! Now!

Moriarty was on third. 
It is 90 feet from third base to 


home ' Sometimes that 90 feet is a 
leaden mile, sometimes a mere pat- 
ter of lightning like steps. If it Is a 
mile to you, you are a failure, and 
the great circle of spectators groan 
for your incompetency: if it is but a 
lightning streak, you are the great 
man of the base ball day.
